The village of Otway, located 25 miles north- 


west of Portsmouth, was visited by the most disas- 
trous fire in its history Friday afternoon and for sev- 
eral hours apprehension was felt by the terror- 
stricken village that it would be entirely wiped out 
by the greedy flames. 


An appeal for aid was flashed to Portsmouth 


when it was seen that the entire west end of Otway 
was doomed. At 2:55 p. m., a special consisting of 
a coach, a boxcar and a flat car left for Otway. 


It contained the Hilltop engine and hose reel, six firemen and 


15 citizens. Engineer Fred Goetz, was in charge of special that 
was given a clear track and covered the distance in 35 minutes. 
When N. & w. officials were appealed to for a special, it was made 
up and left Tenth and Waller streets in less than 20 minutes. 


The New Boston fire truck with a hand reel of hose attached to 


the rear, loft forty minutes before the special train, being driven to 


The fire broke out at 2 o'clock 


in the immense tobacco barn of J. 
E. Blackburn. It had been leas- 
ed to J. Milton Jones, who had 
much tobacco in the barn. The 
frame structure and all of its con- 
tents were consumed. 


The flames soon leaped over to 


the home of E. F. Brand and 
wiped it out in less than 30 min- 
utes,
